20. The Common wealth and ſubieQs is debarred of theſe excellenc trades of fiſhing, &c.to their infinite preiudice (and the greater)for that at ſuch times 
when there is {mall employment otherwiſe for ſhipping and mariners, viz, from the moneth of April till September, all which moneths little employ ments 
for ſhipping and men, except for fiſhing voyages, And I may here affirme, that there was neuer a greater bleſſing for maiatenance of Nauigation ell to this 
Kingdome, then this fiſhing of the Whale is, both for employment of ſhipping and men, which benefit is almolt loſt by the praGtiſe of the Maſcouia Com- 
panie- for beſides the employing of ſo many ſhips and men ia the deadeſt rime of the yeare, if this fiſhing had bene accordivg to the conſequence of ſo great 
a good to the Common wealth bene managed, which might haue bene to the benefit of his Maicſtie and ſubieRs infinite ſummes of moneyzhad not the ſub= 
ies bin hindered for going to thoſe places,not by them frequented, then no doubt,we had at this day bin ſole owners of that trade of fiſhing , and might 
haue ſerued all Holland,France, Biskie, and diuers other parts with this commoditic, wherein many ſhips would haue bin employed in tranſporting of the 


ſame, to the great increaſe of nwigation, and to the encouragement of owners, as alſo to the benefic of his Maieſties tubic&s, and enriching of his Maieſtics
